Many problems exist 
in matching jobs 
with workers 


Although Chicago’s expanding 
industry is beginning to absorb 
the area’s job seekers, many fac­ 
tors are hindering the matching 
of job applicants and job open­ 
ings, Lester Brown, Chicago A r­ 
ea Director, said today, after a 
survey of labor supply and de­ 
mand at USES offices. 
A large 
factor, he said, is the discrepancy 
between the qualifications pos­ 
sessed by 
applicants, 
and 
the 
skills in dem and in local indus­ 
tries. O ther factors include trans­ 
portation 
difficulties, 
age 
re­ 
strictions, and the fact that both 
employers and w orkers have be­ 
come selective. 
'‘You can’t put a truck driver 
in a stenographer's job,” Brown 
pointed out, adding that all USES 
offices in the Chicago area re­ 
ported a surplus of truck drivers, 
with few jobs to offer them, and 
a shortage of stenographic help, 
with few applicants to fill the 
jobs. 
This, he said, is only one 
exam ple of the mismatching of 
w orkers’ qualifications and job 
openings.

Extrem e shortages also exist in 
highly-skilled trades. Brown said, 
with many offices reporting op­ 
enings for tool-and-die makers,

In some instances, age restric­ 
tions make it difficult to fill job 
openings, Brow n said, as in d u s-1 
try is askng for experienced men 
and women in the younger age 
brackets. 
However, most of the 


experienced w orkers fall in the 
non-veteran groups, half of whom 
are in their middle 40’s or older. 
The veterans, though they meet 
the age requirem ents, frequently 
lack experience.

M. L. Duran-Reynals* "The Fever Bark 
Tree,” a dramatic story of malaria and its 
effect on mankind.

gen needs by growing legumes. 
The legumes m ust be used prop­ 
erly,

The small-farm bam designed 
for fire safety belonging to Alick 
Clarkson, Roselle, is featured in 
the August issue of Successful 
Farming magazine. 
Mr. Clarkson, a widely consult­ 
ed combustion and heating en­ 
gineer, recently moved to a small 
farm and built a bam into which 
he poured all his scientific know­ 
ledge and which, is a source of 
good ideas for any farmer. 
Clarkson discussed his 
plans 
with the Chicago Pure Milk As­ 
sociation in order to obtain top 
rating for sanitation. 
Insurance 
men and members of the fire de­ 
partment in Roselle, have prais­ 
ed the barn for its fire safe fea­ 
tures. 
The barn is 36’x45* and 35’ from 
the ground to ridge of the Gothic- 
arch roof. 
It covers stalls and 
stanchions for IO head of milkers; 
two calf pens: stalls for two hors­ 
es; and milkrooms; a feed room; 
and an 80-ton mow. 
On the interior of the building, 
the joists rest on beams compos­ 
ed of triple 2” x IO” members. 
These, in turn, are supported by 
six hollow, steel columns, 6" in 
diameter, filled with cement. The 
cement was used to prevent con­ 
densation of moisture within the 
columns and consequent rust, as 
well as the seepage of corrosive 
liquid waste from the cows. 
Half-inch 
gypsum 
sheathing 
and asbestos shingles form the 
outside of the outer wall — gyp­ 
sum wallboard lines the inside 
of the outer walls and forms a 
ceiling for the ground floor — 3- 
ply laminated gypsum board I Mi" 
thick covers the haymow floor. 
Six-inch poured cement forms the 
ground floor thruout. The cedar 
shingle roof was chosen because 
no more asbestos-cement shingles

could be found in wartime. 
On the outer walls, the fire­ 
proof gypsum sheathing, which is 
made in large panels easy to er­ 
ect, was attached directly to the 
outside of the studs. 
The as­ 
bestos shingles were laid directly 
on top of the sheathing. 
No 
building paper was necessary be­ 
tween the sheating and shingles 
because the paper on the surfaces 
of the sheathing itself is water 
resistive. 
Gypsum wallboard, 3/8" thicks 
— the same type of wallboard us­ 
ed generously by Mr. Clarkson in 
his home — was affixed to the 
inside of the studs and the un­ 
derside of the joists, thus pro­ 
viding a complete, fireproof inner 
lining on the ground 
The joints formed where the 
panels of wallboard c a m e togeth­ 
er were tightly sealed with spe­ 
cial tape imbedded in cement, so 
that the walls and ceilings present 
an unbroken surface. 
The haymow upstairs, with a 
capacity of about 80 tons, is un­ 
ique because of its 3-ply, lamin­ 
ated 
gvpsum-board 
floor I V ’ 
thick. Use of such board is rec­ 
ommended by the Gypsum Assn. 
and manufacturers for subfloor­ 
ing, but Mr. Clarkson 
believes 
that it is strong enough for use 
as the floor proper. 
The gypsum boards were laid 
directly upon the joists, which 
are at two-foot intervals. Joints 
were sealed with a gypsum ce­ 
ment, and the entire floor was 
then given two coats of thick 
porch paint. 
“Even if the hay in the mow 
should catch fire,” Clarkson said, 
“it is likely to bum away only the 
roof. 
Such a fire would be in­ 
tensely hot, but only for a com­ 
paratively few minutes —- cer* 
ta inly not long enough to drive 
away the chemically 
combined 
moisture in the laminated gypsum 
board floor and ignite the joists. 
‘There are other incombustible 
materials,” he said, “but most uf 
them will transmit heat, even if 
they themselves will not burn. I 
cannot conceive of any fire, in 
the downstairs of the bam, of 
enough intensity or duration to 
ignite the wooden supports. 
‘The studs and joists of the 
framework are thoroly protect­ 
ed on both sides 
by 
fireproof 
gypsum wallboard, sheathing, or 
laminated board so that, even if 
a fire should start anywhere, I 
know that ample time would be 
allowed for my family and me, 
or the fire department, to get 
firefighting under way before it 
could spread to a damaging ex­ 
tent.”

Ranger alfalfa, which has been 
widely publicized, may be seen 
growing here on one of the oldest 
fields of Ranger in the state of 
Illinois. Also, a field of com has 
been planted to 
determine 
if 
there is a better system of fer­ 
tilization than 
limestone, 
rock 
phosphate and alfalfa 
The plan 
of this elaborate fertilizer test 
will be explained to farmers, for 
which results will be available 
this next winter. 
Also, farmers 
are being publicized with a new 
system of fertilization called plow 
sole 
fertilization. 
Mr. 
C. 
M. 
Lmdslev of the University of Il­ 
linois College of Agriculture will 
be present to point out advant­ 
ages from the use of this system 
of fertilization as compared to 
the system used on the Rohlwing 
farm. 
“With the growing publicity of 
the idea of plow sole fertilization, 
we believe farmers should have 
more information on all that is 
involved before adopting a sys­ 
tem that is apparently so simple 
as plow sole fertilization.

Krienke says there are 
many 
causes 
for 
variation 
rn 
milk 
tests. 
There are, however, cer­ 
tain things a dairyman can do 
to keep his butterfat tests high 
and more nearly uniform. 
Research workers have 
found 
that the butterfat content of milk 
increases with each quart milked. 
When one quart was milked at a 
time, the fat content was found 
to range from 1.4 percent for the 
first quart up to 7.6 percent for 
the strippings. Farmers wanting 
to get as high a fat test as pos­ 
sible should therefore get all the 
milk possible at each milking. 
“It has been found 
that fast 
milking 
is 
important 
because 
cows let down their milk 
only 
for a certain time, and 
if the 
milker is slow, he may not get 
the last rich part”, Krienke said. 
Proper spacing of milking per­ 
iods was also listed as important. 
The butterfat content of milk is 
usually somewhat 
higher 
after 
cows 
have 
exercised.
